1 . SUMMARY: DECEMBER 19 JORNAL DO BRASIL CARRIES SECOND INSTAL- 
LMENT OF THREE PART ARTICLE BASED ON USG OFFICIAL DOCUMENTS 
OBTAINED FROM LYNDON BAINES JOHNSON LIBRARY. DECEMBER 19 ARTICLES 
AS THOSE OF PREVIOUS DAY CONCERN PERIOD IMMEDIATELY PRIOR TO 
AND AFTER FALL OF GOULART REGIME IN 1964. (IN SUMMARY OF PAPERS 
BY JORNAL US CORRESPONDENT. REFERENCE IS MADE ADDITIONALLY TO 
MESSAGE FROM TUTHILL TO BUNDY OF DECEMBER 31, 1968 FORWARDING 
EMBASSY PROPOSALS RE US REACTION TO IMPOSITION IA-5). DOCUMENTS 
PUBLISHED INCLUDE PORTUGUESE TRANSLATIONS OR SUMMARIES OF FOUR 
1963 EMBASSY TELEGRAMS, FIVE MESSAGES FROM AMBASSADOR GORDON, 

ONE MEMORANDUM FROM HELMS TO BUNDY, TELECONFERENCES FROM MARCH 
31 TO APRIL 2 BETWEEN DEPARTMENT AND EMBASSY OFFICIALS, CIA 
BIOGRAPHIC SKETCHES OF LEADING BRASILIAN PERSONALITIES, AND 
BRIEF BIOGRAPHIC REPORTS ON PRINCIPAL US OFFICIALS IN WASHINGTON 
AND IN BRAZIL CONCERNED WITH THE EVOLVING BRAZIL CRISIS. END 
SUMMARY. 
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2. JORNAL DO BRAZIL CONTINUED ITS REPORT ON USG DOCUMENTS 
OBTAINED FROM THE JOHNSON LIBRARY IN ITS EDITION OF DECEMBER 19. 
JORNAL'S USUAL SUNDAY FEATURES SUPPLEMENT OF SIX PAGES WAS 
DEVOTED EXCLUSIVELY TO PUBLICATION OF DOCUMENTS AND COMMENTARY. 
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3. LEAD ARTICLE IS ANALYSIS AND COMMENTARY ON 1964 COUP AGAINST 
GOULART BY JORNAL US CORRESPONDENT MARCOS SA CORREA. SA CORREA 
COMMENTED THAT AMBASSADOR GORDON'S ROLE IN THE COUP WAS NEITHER 
AS LARGE AS SOME BRASILIANS THOUGHT AT THE TIME NOR AS MODEST 

AS THE AMBASSADOR LATER CLAIMED. AFTER AGAIN OBSERVING THAT 
DOCUMENTS PUBLISHED WERE RELEASED THROUGH A FREEDOM OF INFORMATION 
CASE FILED BY UNIVERSITY OF TEXAS RESEARCHER PHYLLIS MARK, 

CORREA STATES THAT THE DOCUMENTS REVEAL A REMARKABLE USG KNOW- 
LEDGE OF THE COUP TO INCLUDE EVEN MINOR DETAILS. CORREA EXPRESSED 
SURPRISE THAT GENERAL VERNON WALTERS, THEN DAO IN BRASIL, IS 
CITED IN THE DOCUMENTS ONLY TWICE, AND THAT CIA BELO HORIZONTE 
HAD OBTAINED MARCH 30 ALL DETAILS FOR REVOLUTIONARY ACTIONS 
THE FOLLOWING DAY. AFTER DISCUSSING US REPORTING ABOUT IA-1, 

CORREA COMMENTS THAT AMBASSADOR GORDON'S ROLE IN 1965 TO TRY 
TO SAVE BRASILIAN DEMOCRATIC INSTITUTIONS WAS INGENUOUS, BUT 
NEVER FALSE. HE THEN MENTIONS A REPORT FROM AMBASSADOR TUTHILL 
OF DECEMBER 31, 1968 TO MACGEORGE BUNDY IN WHICH THE AMBASSADOR 
FORWARDED EMBASSY RECOMMENDATIONS FOR ECONOMIC ASSISTANCE TO 
BRASIL IN LIGHT OF IA-5: SLOW UP $50 MILLION CREDIT, FREEZE 
DISCUSSIONS ABOUT A NEW PROGRAM FOR 1969, CONTINUE NEGOTIATING 
NEW CREDITS ALREADY AUTHORIZED. CONTINUE TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE, 

AND CONTINUE DISBURSEMENT OF CAPITAL INVESTMENTS. CORREA OBSERVES 
THAT US POWER WAS NOT SO GREAT THAT IT COULD DETERMINE THE 
DIRECTION OF THE REGIME IT HAD ENTHUSIASTICALLY SUPPORTED IN 
THE BEGINNING. HE CONCLUDES BY NOTING THAT THE DOCUMENTS RAISE 
MORE QUESTIONS ABOUT THE UNITED STATES THAN BRAZIL CONCERNING 
THE COUP. THE DOCUMENTATION SHOWS THAT THE CONNECTION BETWEEN 
THE EMBASSY AND THE CONSPIRATORS WAS EFFICIENT. BUT, HE ASKS 
RHETORICALLY, HOW LONG DID WASHINGTON FOREIGN POLICY OFFICIALS 
STAY IN THE SITUATION ROOM OF THE WHITE HOUSE RECEIVING INFOR- 
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MATION; FOR HOW LONG DID GORDON BELIEVE IT POSSIBLE THAT GOULART'S 
OVERTHROW COULD RESTORE THE STATUS QUO ANTE IN BRAZIL. HE STATES 
THAT THE DOUBTS RAISED ARE SUMMED UP BY THE WASHINGTON DECISION 
TO REMOVE FROM THE INITIAL MESSAGE FROM PRESIDENT JOHNSON TO 
MAZZIT ,1.1 THE PHRASE "IN ACCORDANCE WITH CONSTITUTIONAL PROVISIONS". 

4. THE FIRST SERIES OF DOCUMENTS REPRODUCED, IN PORTUGUESE 
TRANSLATIONS, ARE EMBASSY DOCUMENTS DATED NOVEMBER 5, NOVEMBER 
19, DECEMBER 6, DECEMBER 19 (1963); AND JANUARY 2, FEBRUARY 18, 

MARCH 4, 26, 27 AND 28 PLUS ONE MEMORANDUM FROM HELMS TO BUNDY 
DATED MARCH 13 (ALL 1964). THE FIRST TWO DOCUMENTS CONCERN A 

VISIT TO THE USSR BY THE THEN MINISTER FOR AIR. THE DECEMBER 6 
AND JANUARY 2 DOCUMENTS TRANSMIT OTHER CORRESPONDENCE. THE 
DECEMBER 19 MESSAGE REPORTS TALKS CONCERNING THE COFFEE AGREEMENT. 
THE FEBRUARY 18 MESSAGE REPORTS A TOUR D'HORIZON WITH MINISTER 
ARAUJO CASTRO BY THE AMBASSADOR. THE MARCH 4 MESSAGE FROM THE 
AMBASSADOR TO MR. MANN RECOMMENDS INCREASED MILITARY ASSISTANCE. 
THE MARCH 13 MEMORANDUM CONCERNS PUBLICATION IN BRAZIL OF A 
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BLACK DOCUMENT PURPORTEDLY ISSUED BY USIS. THE FINAL THREE 
MESSAGES RELATE INTERNAL POLITICAL DEVELOPMENTS. APPARENTLY 
CERTAIN PASSAGES IN VARIOUS OF THESE DOCUMENTS WERE EXCISED 
BEFORE REEF, ASF,. 

5. THE SECOND SERIES OF DOCUMENTS REPORT, WITH MANY PASSAGES 
EXCISED, TELECONFERENCES BETWEEN WASHINGTON FOREIGN POLICY 
PRINCIPALS AND OFFICIALS OF THE EMBASSY, RIO. THE DOCUMENTS 

ARE APPARENTLY WASHINGTON TRANSCRIPTIONS OF THE TELECONFERENCES 
DATED MARCH 31, APRIL 1 AND 2 (SEVERAL CONFERENCES EACH DATE). 

THE TELECONFERENCES RELATE DEVELOPMENTS IN BRAZIL AND US POLICY 
INCLUDING THE TEXT OF THE RECOGNITION MESSAGE AND UNDER SECRETARY 
BALL'S CONGRATULATIONS TO AMBASSADOR GORDON FOR HIS "FIRM 
NERVES AND GOOD COUNSEL" DURING THE CRISIS. 

6. THE FINAL DOCUMENT IS A CIA REPORT TO BUNDY GIVING PROFILES 
ON THESE BRASILIAN PERSONALITIES: DEPUTY IOSE MARIA ALKMIN. 

CARLOS LACERDA, MILTON SOARES CAMPOS, GENERAL AMAURY KRUEL, 
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JOSE DE MAGALHAES PINTO, BRIG. FRANCISCO DE ASSIS CORREA DE 
MELLO, HUMBERTO DE ALENCAR CASTELO BRANCO, GEN. ARGEMIRO DE 
ASSIS BRASIL, MARSHALL EURICO GASPAR DUTRA, GEN. OSVINO FERREIRA 
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ALVES, CELSO MONEIRO FURTADO, AGUINALDO BOLITREAU FRAGOSO, 
LEONEL DE MOURA BRIZOLA, ADMIRAL AUGUSTO HAMMANN RADEMAKER, 
WALTHER MOREIRA SALLES, MIGUEL ARRAES DE ALENCAR, NEY GAL V AO,

TOGETHER WITH ASSESSMENTS OF PROBABLE POLITICAL VIEWS AND ATTI 
TUDES TOWARDS THE US. 

7. FINALLY, THE JORNAL ALSO CARRIES BIOGRAPHIC REPORTS ON 
AMERICAN OFFICIALS CONCERNED WITH BRAZIL: AMBASSADOR GORDON, 
GENERAL WALTERS, SECRETARY RUSK, RALPH DUNGAN, AMBASSADOR U. 
ALEXIS JOHNSON, AMBASSADOR ROBERT DEAN, MCGEORGE BUNDY. 

THOMAS C. MANN, PHILLIP RAINE, AMBASSADOR JOHN GORDON MEIN, 
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UNDERSECRETARY BALL, JOHN MCNOUGHTON, NILES BOND, SENATOR CARL 
HAYDEN, JAMES MINOTTO, VERNET LAMAR GRESHAM AND HERBERT OKUN. 
THE ARTICLE ALSO GIVES BRIEF BIOS ON SEVERAL BRASILIAN PERSON-
